Mareado, of Chihuahua. Several hund- 
red rebels were made prisoners by the 
federals, Among them was.

London, Sept. 15—Though . the 
cabinet ministers have so far made no 
response to Lord Loreburn’s appeal for 
a conference on home rule, the week- 
end. visits of Unlonist statesmen—in- 
cluding Bonar Law, Lord: Gurson, Lord 
Esher and Lord Revelstoke—with 
King George at Balmoral, have given a 
new significance to the appeal, and it 
is beyond doubt that that the ques- 
tion is now engaging ‘the serious at- 
tention of leaders on ‘both sides, 

It cannot be said, however, that to- 
day’s comments by potilicians and par- 
{y newspapers. afford much ground fot 
beHoeving that the proposed conference 
will be brought about. 

Lord Curson on Saturday flatly de- 
clared the proposal to be impracticable, 
and declared that the gulf belween him 
and Redmond would not be bridged. 

Joseph Devlin, NationalisL M.P. for 
West Belfast, yesterday suggested the 
same thing more indirectly, although 
he would heartily welcome a home rule 
based on a universal agreement, 

Regarded With Misgiving. 

Indeed, the only whole-hearled sup- 
port of the conference from. any Trish 
quarter comes from William O'Brien, 
who thinks that neither the liberals nor 
the unionists can or will refuse to par- 
ticipate in one if the Invitation to do so 
comes from the King.

J. Foster Stackhouse Tells of 
Where He is Going on Ant- 
arctic 1) rip. 


London, Sept. 45.—J_ Foster Stack- 
house, when interviewed on the sub- 
ject of the new Antarctic expedition, 
explained his plans as far as he had 
made them. 

“It was while I was assisting Cao- 
tain Scott, In 4910 in arranging his 
last expedition to the south pole thal 
the idea came to me. | am setting out 
simply to explore land which no Eng- 
lishman has ever trod on. 

“Although nobody has ever been 
there before, those explorers who got 
near it say that it is pretty bad from 
the ice polnt of view. Our main object 
will be to determine the question of 
the drift and the extent of King Ed- 
ward VII. land. 

“In addition there are many pro- 
blems beyond ice drift, for temperature 
and magnetio observations are depend- 
ent to a very large extent upon know- 
ing what Is in Ross Sea. To this end 
We will take out a larze staff of 
scientists, including biologists, ge0- 
logists, meterolosists and an oceano- 
grapher. Altogether the crew Will 
mumber ebout 40. 1 expect to start 
from London some time in August of 
next year and make our course to the 
south via Runta “Arenas, We should 
reach the ice about New Year's dey. 

“Although we shall carry sufficient 
stores and equipment to remain four 
or five years on the ice, we expect to 
complete our expedition work in two 
summers. During our stay in the 
south our ship sill return to New Zes- 
land wheré she will wait till we are 
ready to he taxen off.

Causeway of Rock Across Arm 
of Rainy Lake Nearly 
Completed, 


FW REALIZE ENORMITY 
OF ENGINEERING TASKS 


|mpossible a Word Its Engi- 
neers are Endeavoring to 
Make Obsolete, 


Tha milestones of progress — in 
Canada are bedded deep in the spec- 
tacnlar engineering achievement of its 
pnilding railways, In -this land of dis- 
tances, trade is transportation, and in 
every case Where the genius of the 
wonstructing engineer has triumphed 
over the obstacles of nature, com- 
meree-has experienced an acceleration 
marked enough to attract wide atten- 
tlon, Every one is familiar with the 
creat works of the older roads, but, 
until, recently, little has been. heard 
of the conquests of the Janadian 
Northern in this department of rail- 
way building. That virile, progressive 
road, whieh is rapidly attaining — the 
status of a transcontinental by the link- 
ing together of its separate clusters 
of Jine, has many remarkable monu- 
ments to the outstanding ability of its 
huilders, Within the next few years 
it will have added to these its tunnel 
and terminal in Montreal, its tunnel and 
terminal in Vancouver, and it will also 
have suecoeded in stretching a great 
double-tracked causeway of granite 
acrass Reiny lake, about midway be- 
tween Port Arthur and Winnipeg. 

Three and a quarler miles of drilling 
are involved in the. drvitvg of the tun- 
ne} through historic, oi Mount Rovat 
in Montreal; from tliree to four miles 
will probably be necessary for the en- 
trance to the terminals in Vancouver; 
this rookway across Rainy lake will be 
almost three miles long ‘and will cost 
very close to one million dollars a2 
mile. In this country. the railways 
have developed the habit of procecding 
with great constructive projects with- 
out initiating the public to the sig- 
nificance of the work. ‘There has. been 
no departure in this case, ‘Ihe Can- 
adlan Northern have been engaged 
upon it continuously for the past two 
or three years and so quietly has the 
task been conducted that very few 
peaple in Canada today are even aware 
that. anything out of the, ordinary ia 
oceurring there. Yet so much pro- 
gress has been made that the com- 
pany locks forward to °its early com- 
pletion: indeed, it is even hinted that 
the heavy wheat trains from: the west 
this fall will roll smoothly over its 
sotid length on their way lo the wait- 
ing freighters at the -head of Greal 
Lakes navigation, While this is hardly 
probable owing to the nature of the 
difficultics still ito be met, it is so far 
advanced as to be an important factor 
In transportation in Ganada in the near 
future 

The Canadian Northern yailway came 
fo existenee just when the tide of 
{mmigration from other countries be- 
can to be deflected) Ganadaward,. 1: 
eune into the national life because of 
‘le compulsion’ of the need of addi- 
tional transportation — facilities. If 
Cahada's. expanding prosperily. was to 
continue many new. lines had to be 
built. especially cin’ Western Ganada. 
The nation's need, and calls, were re- 
sponded to hy two men, builders of 
railways, who secuerd a dormant char- 
fer and laid down twin lines of steel

Consistent in Its policy 
the company sought a route for its lins 
to the south and finally dovidod to tap 
the Iron deposits of the Allkokan and 
Mattawin ranges In the hope that grea! 
development would follow the steel. 
That development is taking plaoe to- 
day, But the Hno as looaled srorsed 
an arm of Rainy Jako, That could not 
be avoided and the desired object at- 
tained, The crossing proved difficult 
and threatened to hold up the opening 
ing of the line. Ths west was Jm- 
patlent and the company finally decided 
to throw a series of trestles across the 
three miles of water and open the road 
at the earliest possible moment,

line project, If was thought first that 
a series of steel bridge would do, his 
did not work: ont, ‘The investigation 
continued and a ttle later the news 
filtered through that the company was 
seriously contemplating the ‘building 
of a double tracked permanent way of 
rugzed granite construction, This Was 
lo connect a series ef little, rocky, 
Pine-elothed islets from mainland to 
mainland. Work bewwn without fuss. 
Soundings were taken with rods driven 
down to the rock and the location de- 
termined in similar manner as where 
hills and valleys haye to he contended 
With, Estimates were compiled of the 
number of tons of rock required to ge; 
down. to solid rock, Incidentally these 
estimates were later completely vin- 
dicated, 

Barly in the summer of 1910 the 
contracts were let and preparations for 
the task begun.. By July station men 
were starting short fills out from. the 
shores of some of ithe islets, On Sep- 
tember 16 of the same year the firs! 
bg “shol'’ avas ‘fired and in October 
digging by the steam shovels was. in- 
ausurated, That winter tavo shovels 
Were kepl at work and in the following 
Summer four were in commission, Un- 
{il the fall of last year: those. four 
shovels attended by eight standard 
gauge locomotives, two “donkey” en- 
sines, and 60 dump cars, forwarded a 
sleady stream of rock to the dump 
Che biggest output in one month svas 
50,000 cubie yards of rock. For one 
steam shovel in one day ithe record 
Was 455 cars, or, to translate, about 
900 tuhie yards. Some single rocks 
loaded by these 90 ton shovels weigh- 
ed more than 20 tons, On May 4, 191 {, 
dumping commenced on the. second 
channel filling, three thousand — feet 
across, Forty train loads of rock, 
every day for a year, were dropped be- 
fore this was completed, Repeatedly, 
for two weeks at a time, this dump- 
Ing was continued within a car length 
before the tracks could be extended 
ahead. Sometimes sudden sgettlings 
occurred during the working hours 
and trains and crews had narrow 
escapes. 

Flectric power—a voltaze of 6,600 
-~Is brought from Fort Frances, ‘That 
is a distance of seven miles. Two 
motors of 200 horsepower each run 
two compound air-compressors whieh 
supply 1046 ¢@ ubcifeet of free air per 
minute ito 100 pounds per square inch, 
ul which pressure pipes carry this air 
to the drills. These put down holes 
as far as 28 feet, tapping, In diameter, 
from three to two inches. Following 
the drillers come the ‘powder men, 
who spring the holes repeatedly with 
dynamite until a pocket large enough 
lo contain the explosive necessary for 
a giant blast, is made, Then a group 


of holes are loaded and wired. They 
are fired by electric current. These 
are the so-valled “big shots.’ Of this 


class there have been about 76 averag- 
{ng from ‘ten to fifteen thousand cubic 
yards. ‘The largest contained 56,000 
pounds of dynamite and broke up 
50,000 cubio yards of. rock, 

Nhe total rock filling svill aggregate 
nearly, a million cubic yards measure, 
solid, in’ original position. he aver- 
age haul was one-mile... The work {s 
so blg that one falls to grasp it until 
actually following the rock, from blast 
to end of grade. The shovels load a 
car with broken rock in five minutes. 

Unusual Difficulties 

There are some remarkable features 
about this work, It will bulk large 
enough to create an impression of, awe 
and astonishment in the mind of the 
wasual visitor, From ‘that standpoint 
it will appeal to ithe general public. 
But to the engineer and the man who 
knows something of the difficullies 
always attendant-upon colossal con- 
struction works, ‘the conditions peculiar 
to the building of this rockiway, and ‘the 
methods resorted to by the contractors 
to win out, will comprise its grealest 
charm. There “ure always. problems 
lo be met in building a permanent way 
through water. In this case the (G. 
N. R. had to meet difficulties greater 
than usual owing tto.the length of the 
“fil over all; and, the depth. of- the 
water. Besides, Rainy lake is navigable 
and ‘the passage of the steamer, and 
also the limber, to the mills at Fort 
Frances and other points In ‘the Rainy 
lake’ country, could not be interfered 
with. To meet.the latter — exigency 
the company decided to throw tivo 
lift bridges of modern type across two 
waterways at convenient points, As 
there is nothing very new about. that 
the accomplishment Js only a matter 
of time, But in the beginning the con- 
traclors spent many an anxious hour in 
evolving a method ‘to successfully do 
the apparently impossible in dumping 
rock ahead of the fill in water. The 
man who. finally submitted the adopf- 
ed plan established a precedent In 
engineering as far as can be learned. 

The. dumping apparaius really is a 
floating bridge. It consists of  tavo 
plate girders six feet high and {40 
fect long, - These are placed 80 feet 
apart and support a pair of tracks as 
on the ordinary bridge. The forward 
or water end fs floated by a barge 34 
feet wide and 41412 feet long the em- 
bankrment end rests on the perman- 
ent way when the dumping is in pro- 
gress and is upheld by a cross-wise 
truss hetween two small barges, one 
on each side of the grade when floating 
is effected to a now position ahead. The 
trains loaded with rock are run out on 
this floorless bridge and ‘the contents 
of the cars hurtle down to the lake 
bottom. About one-third of the grade 
is added afterward by side dumping
